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Spend taxes on instruction, 
Utah taxpayers group says

As the 1993-94 public school finan- 
cial year concluded, school districts 
and taxpayers squared off over the 
usage of tax dollars. 

During the 1993-94 school year an 
average of $4,003 was spent on each 
Utah public school student, said 
research analyst Greg A. Fredde, an 
employee of the independent Utah 
Taxpayers Association. Of that 
amount, 58 percent was spent directly 
on student instruction, with the other 
42 percent being spent on administra- 
tive costs, building maintenance, food 
service, student transportation and 
other areas not directly related to stu- 
dent instruction. 

These statistics led Fredde to 
express concern that there was not a 
large enough percentage of tax dollars 


being spent on student instruction. 

“There is certainly room for 
improvement in the amount of money 
being spent on instruction,’ Fredde 
said. “We need to realize that at the 
heart of a quality education is the 
amount of money which we choose to 
spend on classroom instruction.” 

Alpine School District budget direc- 
tor James Hansen disagreed with 
Fredde, saying that the statistics are 
deceiving. 

“When you look at the cost of capi- 
tal it really lowers the amount that it 
looks like is going into instruction,” 
Hansen said. “In reality we are spend- 
ing a comparable and sufficient 
amount on student instruction.” 

Fredde also said Utah ranks toward 
the bottom of the United States in per 
pupil expenditure. He did note, how-

V-E Day 
celebrated 
worldwide

BERLIN — Where Nazi Germany 
surrendered in ruin 50 years ago, the 
victorious powers came together with 
democratic Germany on Monday to 
remember the dead and pledge peace 
for the future. 

The bells of Berlin’s churches tolled 
for 15 minutes as Vice President Al 
Gore, Prime Minister John Major of 
Britain, President Francois Mitterrand 
of France and Premier Viktor 
Chernomyrdin of Russia arrived for a 
ceremony in the Schauspielhaus the- 
ater, reconstructed from wartime 
ruins. 

The leaders. were in Paris earlier 
Monday for a military parade and fly- 
over by jets sending streams of red, 
white and blue smoke above the 
Champs-Elysees. On Sunday, London 
played host to a reconciliation prayer 
ceremony and a peace festival in 
Hyde Park. 

In Berlin, there was no military 
show, no festival. 

Here, on May 8, 1945, Nazi 
Germany surrendered unconditional- 
ly. Adolf Hitler had committed sui- 
cide eight days before, and the world 
was just learning the horrific toll of 
the death camps. 

“Germany unleashed the most terri- 
ble war there had ever been and it 
experienced the most terrible defeat 
one could imagine,” President Roman 
Herzog saidsdelivering his*country’s 
main statement on the war’s end. 

President Clinton, who is to attend 
Victory Day celebrations in Moscow 
on Tuesday, honored American veter- 
ans in ceremonies in Washington and 
Virginia. 

All the speakers drew applause from 
the audience of more than 1,300. But 
the applause seemed especially warm 
as Mitterrand, 78, recalled his time as 
a prisoner of the Nazis. 

Even in that dark hour, he said, his 
guards were starting to resist Nazi 
ideology, and after the war he 
resolved that France and Germany, 
age-old enemies, should never cee to 
war again. 

“The enemy of yesterday is the 
friend of today,” said Mitterrand, who’ 
belonged to France’s collaborationist 
Vichy government before joining the 
resistance. 

V-E Day, he said, was “a victory of 
Europe over itself.” 

Gore recalled how Gen. Dwight 
Eisenhower, the supreme Allied com- 
mander, said after V-E Day: “The 
success of this operation will be 
judged 50 years from now. If at that 
time Germany is a stable democracy, 
we will have succeeded.”

PARIS — After a night of celebration, French President-elect Jacques Chirac 
awoke Monday to a chorus of warnings to make good on promises to cure job- 
lessness and social inequalities or face waves of strikes and unrest. 

Union and opposition leaders began sounding the threats almost as soon as 
Chirac defeated Socialist Lionel Jospin with 53 percent of the vote in Sunday’s 


runoff. 


The campaign focused on reducing the high unemployment rate and healing 


social divisions. 


Chirae’s victory ended 14 years of a Socialist presidency under Francois 


Mitterrand. 


Mare Blondel, national leader of the Workers Force labor federation, said 
Chirac must confirm that jobs and wages are priorities because “there are 8 mil- 
lion youths who are waiting and it’s going to blow.” 

“There will be strikes at the national railroads, at the social security agency, at 
the post office, at the electric company,” Blondel said. 

In his victory speech, Chirac promised to be the “president of all France.” 

Chirac is likely to make a small hike in the nation’s minimum wage. 


Utah research links cancer to genetics 


SALT LAKE CITY — Researchers at the University of Utah have been able 
to assess the risk that ovarian cancer poses to women whose family members 


have the disease. 


The research, done by Richard Kerber and Martha Slattery of the Department 
of Family and Preventive Medicine, found a “strong and consistent relation- 
ship” between occurrence of ovarian cancer in the family and the woman’s own 


risk of ovarian cancer. 


A woman whose first-degree relative — that is, a mother, sister or daughter 
— has ovarian cancer faces 4.3 times the risk of the general population. 

“If your nearest relative with ovarian cancer is a second-degree relative, such 
as grandparent or an aunt, the risk of ovarian cancer still doubles over the gen- 


eral population’s,” Kerber said. 


Medicare cuts to pay for balanced budget 


WASHINGTON — Senate Republicans pushing for big Medicare savings 
will propose leaving most of the details to a new bipartisan congressional com- 
mission, the Budget Committee’s chairman said Monday. 

Sen. Pete Domenici, R-N.M., revealed the GOP’s tactic as his panel began 
debating Repubiican plans for balancing the budget by 2002, a plan that will 
rely heavily on Medicare savings. But Democrats fired away anyway, accusing 
Republicans of treating the elderly too harshly. 

Domenici will unveil his outline for eliminating the deficit on Tuesday — 
the same day GOP leaders of the House Budget Committee will reveal details 


of their own, similar measure. 


Sen. Phil Gramm, R-Texas, said he would postpone his fight to insert tax 
cuts into Domenici’s proposal until it reaches the Senate floor next week, all 
but guaranteeing committee approval this week.

Utah anglers confused 
over new habitat fee

Confusion about the increased price 
of a Utah fishing license has sur- 
rounded a $5 habitat fee that will be 
tacked onto fishing permits beginning 
Jan. 1, 1996. 

Anglers will have to buy a $5 habi- 
tat license in addition to an $18 fish- 
ing license if they want to fish Utah’s 
waterways next year. 

“The habitat license will be a pre- 
requisite to purchasing not only a 
1996 fishing license but all other fish 
and game licenses,” said Laura 
Milton, office manager of the Utah 
Regional Office of the Division of 
Wildlife Resources. “The fee will go 
into a restricted fund to improve 
wildlife habitat in the state,” she said. 

“Use of the fund will not be restrict- 
ed to big game,” Milton said. 

Portions of the fund will be allocat- 
ed to wetlands, elk feeding, recre- 
ational parks and other wildlife pro- 
grams.

with the upland game stamp and the 
big game license, each of which are

between the amount given by taxpay- 
ers and the amount spent on each 
child, is due to the fact that so many 
children attend public schools in Utah 
and thus funds are spread relatively 
thin. 

Hansen agreed with Fredde, saying 
the per pupil expenditure figures look 
lower because of the extraordinarily 
large number of students who must 
share the funds. He also said Utah 
students, at least in the Alpine School 
District, do not seem to be suffering 
from funding neglect. Despite the 
concern over funding, Hansen said 
the students’ test scores continue to 
be some of the highest in the nation. 

Fredde also expressed concern over 
the fact that administrative salaries 
are so much higher and increase much 
more rapidly than teacher salaries. He 
said such a trend encourages teachers 
to leave the classroom for administra- 
tive positions. Fredde believes this 
trend is yet another blow to the educa- 
tion system, forcing quality educators 
out of the classroom in a search for a 
more competitive salary.

the 1993-94 school year was $29,408 
for a full-time teacher on a nine- 
month contract.

Elder Packer 
urges faith, 
understanding

Overcoming life’s challenges and 
obstacles through an understanding of 
the plan of salvation was the focus of 
a message given by Elder Boyd K. 
Packer at a Church Education System 
fireside broadcast. 

Elder Packer, acting president of the 
Council of the Twelve Apostles, gave 
the Sunday evening broadcast from 
Seattle, Wash. 

“A knowledge of the plan of happi- 
ness can help you. through the difficult 
times, and you can face problems you 
otherwise could not endure,” he said. 

Elder Packer said that for those who 
have a knowledge of the plan, even 
the pains and hardships of mortal 
existence can be a manifestation that 
there is a Heavenly Father. 

Elder Packer defined two spiritually 
dangerous ideas: individual freedom 
without responsibility and unre- 
strained diversity. 

“If you do not temper freedom with 
responsibility and agency with 
accountability, they both will self- 
destruct,” Elder Packer said. 

Elder Packer also warned the audi- 
ence against what he referred to as 
unrestrained diversity. 

“Diversity is a very popular word, 
which self destructs when handled 
carelessly,’ Elder Packer said. 
“Beware of those whe teach of diver- 
sity in which everybody, every philos- 
ophy and all behavior must be accept- 
ed everywhere, with standards adjust- 
ed to accommodate and to please 
everybody.”

When the Provo Airport improved 
its runway for safety reasons, it set up 
a plan to improve wetland areas south 
of the East Bay golf course as well. 

Section 404 of the Clean Water Act 
required the airport to draw up a plan 
to make up for the impact of the air- 
port expansion on wetland areas. 

Section 404 is a federal law, set in 
place to preserve wetland areas 
throughout the country, but local com- 
munities need to become educated 
and involved to preserve wetland 
areas, said John Fairchild, habitat 
manager of the Utah Division of 
Wildlife Resources. 

“The community ought to recognize 
the value wetlands have and these 
areas ought to be zoned accordingly,” 
Fairchild said. 

Wetlands are areas that are saturated 
by water and support vegetation 
adapted to saturated soil conditions, 
according to the definition given by 
the U.S. Army Corps of Engineers 
and. the U.S. Environmental 
Protection Agency. Wetlands include 
swamps, marshes and bogs. 

Utah’s main wetland areas are those 
surrounding large bodies of water like 
Utah Lake and the Great Salt Lake, 
but there also wetland areas along 
most drainage. 

Wetlands are valuable because they 
provide agricultural benefits, improve 
water quality by filtering sediments 
and chemicals, reduce flooding of 
streams and rivers, recharge ground- 
water reserves, supply critical wildlife 
habitat and furnish educational, scien- 
tific, recreational and aesthetic bene- 
fits, according to a Wetlands Reserve 
Program pamphlet. 

“There’s a real need for us to protect 
these areas,” Fairchild said. 

The need is increasing because 
developers are running out of dry land 
areas, and are moving on to less ideal 
wetland locations, he said. 

“The threat-will be there as develop- 

_ment progresses to lose some of our 
key wetlands,” Fairchild said.

The Army Corps of Engineers, with 
headquarters in Bountiful, is responsi- 
ble for carrying out Section 404. The 
Corps has a narrow definition of a 
wetland for enforcement purposes, 
and anyone wishing to develop in an 
area meeting that definition must 
acquire a permit. 

To obtain a permit the developer 
must draft a plan to create or enhance 
wetlands elsewhere that will make up 
for wetlands which will be harmed by 
the development. 

It is ideal to avoid developing on 
wetlands, though, Fairchild said. 

“The migration that takes place to 
take care of wetlands is not the same 
as avoiding the wetlands,” he said. 
“It’s impossible to imitate Mother 
Nature.” 

People need to work with Mother 


Utah Division of Wildlife 


Nature rather than against her, 
Fairchild said. 

“We tend to think we can engineer 
our way out of anything,” Fairchild 
said. “That was proven wrong when 
the Mississippi flooded. It’s proved 
wrong every time Mother Nature rears 
her head.” 

May has been declared Utah 
Wetlands Month by Gov. Mike 
Leavitt, according to the Utah 
Wildlife News. 

It is up to individuals to make a dif- 
ference, Fairchild said. 

Additionally, Utah residents can 
support conservation groups and agri- 
culture land programs, Fairchild said. 

Hopefully, the month with make 
people more aware of wetlands and 
the role they play in our environment, 
he said.

as “happy” when they match up and 
“pretty happy” when they are separate

The jurors’ comprehension of the 
concept of DNA testing is vital to the 
prosecution, which hopes to show that 
the genetic blueprint in blood samples 
at the scene of the June 12 murders of 
Simpson’s ex-wife and her friend 
match the genetic blueprint of 
Simpson’s blood. 

Cotton gave no results of the DNA 
analysis of blood in the Simpson case. 
Instead, she focused on familiarizing 
jurors with the technology, explaining 
such terms as “gels” and “autorads,” 
showing them small black bars on 
pieces of film. 

Legal experts gave Cotton high 
marks for her thoroughness and clear 
delivery and said her explanations are 
crucial to whether jurors accept DNA 
evidence. 

“She doesn’t have to bring all these 
people up to the master’s level of 
DNA,” said Loyola University law 
professor Laurie Levenson, “but she 
has to get them familiar with the 
vocabulary, and that’s a lot of what 
today focused on.” 

Levenson said the most important 
thing is that the jurors as a whole get 
a sense of the DNA. 

“They’re either going to say, “We 
believe in this science or we don’t,” 
Levenson said. 

Simpson is on trial for the slashing 
deaths of his ex-wife, Nicole Brown 
Simpson, and her friend, Ronald 
Goldman.

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New vaccine, washing hands prevent hepatitis A Bel\gi@unsiso Stole osien |

The cause of hepatitis A, Utah’s 
third most common epidemic, is often 
attributed to contaminated restaurant 
food and solutions are rarely offered, 
said Craig Nichols, state epidemiolo- 
gist. 

Nichols said that although restaurant 
food contamination receives media 
attention, there is little chance in the 
United States of contracting hepatitis 
A from a restaurant. 

The majority of cases are transmit- 
ted from one person to another 
through close, personal contact in 
roommate-type situations, he said. 

The recent media attention given to 
the Taco Bell outbreak in the Salt 
Lake City area has caused heightened 
awareness and increased apprehen- 
sion about eating out. 

Although it is important to eat in 
clean, sanitary restaurants, other pre- 
vention techniques can help to prevent 
the spreading of the disease and the 
likelihood of contamination. 

Because the disease is spread from 
fecal matter to oral cavities, the “very 
best prevention (from contamination) 
is handwashing,” Nichols said. 

Handwashing before cooking will 
reduce the chance of contamination, 
but it is also important to wash hands 
between preparation of meats and sal- 
ads. 

Other prevention tools include a 
recently released hepatitis A vaccine. 

Although this vaccine has been 
available in other countries, it was just 
approved a month ago for distribution 
in the United States. 

Recently released figures on effec- 
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tiveness in the state of Utah are not 
available as yet. 

Lynette Frost, a nurse employed at 
the McDonald Health Center in the 
immunization department, said the 
vaccine is now available in the Health 
Center. 

“The majority of the recipients tak- 
ing advantage of this new vaccine are 
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missionaries, international travelers 
and those concerned with their overall 
health,” she said. 

Dr. Virgil J. Parker, medical director 
at the Missionary Training Center, 
said the vaccine is currently being 
given to all missionaries going to 
South and Central America and all 
other missions where gamma globulin 
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is used to prevent disease infection. 


“Using the vaccine is more conve- 
nient than administering the gamma 
globulin shots every three months,” he 


said. 
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Parker hopes to phase out the 
gamma globulin shots as all new mis- 
sionaries entering these fields are 
given the hepatitis A vaccine.
